Mr, Schroder said the dis- 
trict had a drug and drinking 
policy, which empowered the 
principal to suspend any stu= 
dent whom he feels is in 
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possession or under the ine 
fluence of drugs or alcohol, 

The board is informed and 
a meeting with the parents 
also follows. 

He said the principal has 
the power to reinstate the 
student if he feels the pro= 
blem has been overcome, If 
it hasn’t, the student can be 
expelled, 

He said there were six 
meetings with students and 


parents last year, but there 
haven’t been any this year, 
He said, however, students 
are encouraged to discuss 
their problems with coune 
sellors, 

Mr, Schroder said it was 
extremely hard tocatch sus- 
pected pushers with the 
goods on hand so they could 
be prosecuted, He said con- 
tact had been made with 
RCMP twice to have suse 


pected pushers watched and 
each time they were un- 
successful in securing evie 
dence to warrant an arrest, 

Mr, Hrynew said anyone 
who is on drugs is reluctant 
to give out any information, 
RCMP have to have proof 
and it is hard to obtain bee 
cause people will not come 
forth, He said he would appe 
reciate any help he could 
get from parents, 


Dave Thomas, a guidance 
counsellor with the district, 
said he would like to start a 
program on drug education, 
He said he had discussed it 
with other counsellors and 
all would like to get into it, 

He said he had been in 
contact with the RCMP, Pree

Ratepayers to decide 


The St, Albert Protestant 
Separate School District will 
reduce its supplementary 
requisition this year, but at 
the expense of the program 
it offers its students. 

Trustee W, A Penrose 
told the school district’s 
annual meeting last week 
that the board had agreed to 
comply with Education Mini- 
ster Robert Clark’s in- 
Structions that it cut the 
supplementary re quisition 
by $101,745, thus easing the 
load on the municipal tax- 
payer, 

“We have no choice but to 
try out the new finance plan,’’ 
Mr, Penrose said, ‘‘but later 
this year we will evaluate all 
the factors, 

‘If the education of our 
children is seento suffer, we 
will put the facts before you 
and you will have to make 
the decision of telling us and 
the government that youwant 
either a minimum education 
program or that you are 
willing to pay for something 
better than minimum, 

‘In the meantime, there 
will be a mill-rate reduction 
and a reduced program.’’ 

There were 39 persons 
present at the meeting held in 
Sir George Simpson Junior 
High School, but 26 of them 
were in some way connected 
with the school system, 

Mr, Penrose said that un- 
der the Foundation Program 
changes, the government will 
provide $102,037 moretothe 
school system than it did last 
year, money it is obtaining 
from a two-mill increase on 
local taxes, 

On first glance this might 
balance out, but it doesn’t 
take into consideration the 
increase in costs and in- 
crease in enrolment of 249 
students expected next fall, 

“We will be short about 
$85,000 even if we make no 
improvement at all to the 
district’s education pro- 
gram,”’ he said, ‘‘To strive 
a balanced budget the whole 
program must be reduced to 
a lower standard,’’ 

He said the board would 


be looking for ways to in- 
crease the teacher-student 
ratio, Which in St, Albert is 
one teacher to 17 students, 
He said the district would 
go with 132 teachers this 
year when ‘‘the administra- 
tion has justifiably asked 
for 147,°” 

Board Chairman Charles 


Schroder also mentioned 
some areas the board was 
looking at in an aid to cut 
costs, citing educational 
television, teaching aids and 
increased teacher loads, 

He also suggested some 
classes, such as art, could 
even be combined,

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 
ST.ALBERT SCHOOL DISTRICT NO.3 
ANNUAL MEETING MARCH 24, 1970 


In May of 1969, a vacancy on the Board was created 
when Mr, R, O’Hara moved to Toronto, In the October 
municipal election, Dr. VV. Mirlin, was returned to 
office and Mr, J, K, Flaherty was nominated for the 
vacant position; both members were elected by acclama- 
tion, 

The trustees and officials presently in office are as 
follows: Trustee (Chairman) Mr, D, BR Fraser; Trustee 
(Vice Chairman) Mr, D, J, LaBelle; Trustees Mrs, 
S. C, Ross; Dr, W. Mirlin and Mr, J, K, Flaherty. 

The financial statement for 1969 shows a total expen- 
diture of $1,151,770.47 which was $16,742.84 above the 
total revenue, This deficit was due mainly to expendi- 
tures being above budget estimates in the categories 
of instructional aids, transportation and interest charges, 
Individual ratepayers may obtain copies of the financtlal 
statement, plus reports of the trustees and superin- 
tendent, at the district office; at the church entrance, 
St. Albert Parish, Sunday, March 22nd, at the Annual 
Meeting, March 24, or phone 599-7711 if one wishes 
copies to be sent by mail, 

The Board is concerned with the spiralling cost of 
education and although the number of years in the last 
ten that have ended with deficits have been small, the 
accumulated total continues to increase, The passage 
of Bill 35, presently before the Alberta Legislature, 
may severely limit our revenue and will certainly make 
recovery of our accumulated deficit impossible without 
reducing services, 

The total levy for education in 1969 was 46,887 mills 
(45.066 in 1968) which included 22,624 (21,080 in 1968) 
for supplementary requisition and 24,263 (23,986 in 1968) 
as the munictpality’s contribution to the school founda- 
tion program fund, 

The formula for distribution of provincial funds in 1970 
will change partly in accordance with the proposals of 
the Minister’s Committee on School Finance, 

Your Board sees merit in the new formula, however, 
the restriction placed on supplementary requisitions is 
extreme and will compound the financial problems of 
District No, 3, Regulations that become law with passage 
of Bill 35 in effect freeze the basic supplementary re- 
quisition, for each of the following three years, at nearly 
50 per cent below the 1969 levy, An additional amount 
(up to a maximum of $28.00 per student times the en- 
rollment in September 1969) may be requisitioned once 
or spread over the three year period in order that the 
transition will be less drastic. No provision has been 
made to allow revenue to increase according to the 
normal increase in assessment except for the portion 
paid by the municipality to the provincial government, 
This will have a serious effect in a rapid growth area 
such as St, Albert, also it ls completely opposite to the 
recommendation of the Minister’s Committee which 
states ‘If this procedure {s required of school boards, it 
should apply equally to municipal councils, in fact, to 
provincial and federal governments as well. It is true 
that plebiscites may now be required for debentures but 
no government in Canada has to request fromits elector- 
ate a mandate to tax for operating purposes, The comm- 
ittee considers that to make this exception is to question 
the integrity of school government, a reflection which is 
not justified in view of the dedication of local school 
boards to the task of education and the restraint they 
have shown in expenditures despite the problems they 
have faced over the last several years.’’ It appears that

is necessary if we are to give our children a proper 
total education, We must provide the necessary en- 
vironment and facilities so that the individual student 
may acquire wisdom and dignity which will enable him 
or her to cope in a changing world yet be tolerant and

including Canada, nor does 
he comprehend the econo- 
mics of the situation, 

The Canadian Wheat Board 
recently refused to sell Ro« 
mania 200 million bushels 
of wheat at $1.52 per bushel, 
Why? Rumania is an expor- 
ter of wheat, and therefore 
we would be supplying one 
of our competitors with 
wheat at a “bargain price,’ 
not only violating the Inter- 
national Grains Agreement, 
and destroying what co-op« 
eration presently exists to 
sustain prices; but losing 
whatever chance we have of 
competing for sales in the 
market Rumania would sell 
to. 

Remember the world 
wheat market is basically 
inelastic, This would com- 
pare to General Motors sell- 
ing most of its cars to Ford 
at prices lower than pro- 
duction cost, while fully ex- 
pecting that there will be no 
change in the total number 
of cars sold during that year. 

Furthermore, Mr, Everitt,

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THE REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT, ST, ALBERT 
SCHOOL DISTRICT NO, 3 TO THE ANNUAL MEETING, 
MARCH 24, 1970 

The past year has been marked by rapid growth, some 
problems, interesting innovations, and many solid ach- 
levements. Change of course is inevitable and desirable 
if we are to have progress, therefore logically we must 
accept the problems inherent in change, 


A brief statement of the philosophy of the Board might 
be of value to relative newcomers and to longtime 
residents of the district. 


The primary aim of our educationis to form the individual 
so that he may live a christian life, and to equip him to 
take his place in the society where he must live, While 
recognizing and allowing for the differences in people 
each person is encouraged to develop to his maximum 
potential, 


The above philosophy has many implications for educa- 
tional practise, A few illustrations are in order. 


a) The dignity and work of each person is recognized 
as paramount, 

b) Special staff, facilities, and time are provided for 
religious instruction. 

c) Continuous promotion of pupils each year recognizes 
that little is accomplished by failing a ciild. 

d) The opportunity and transitional‘rooms attempt to 
assist the child who has special handicapps. 

e) Vocational programs are provided for students who 
wish to explore their talents in the technical areas, 

f) Specialist teachers work with pupils who temporarily 
leave regular classes {n order to get help with their 
problems, 

g) The best possible staff is assembled to promote 
academic excellence. 

h) Programs which try to meet the needs ofstudents are 
constantly broadened, subject of course, to the dis- 
trict’s financial resources, 


Below certain areas of the program are examined in 
greater depth: 


GUIDANCE 

Guidance services refer to those organized activities 
within the total school program which are intended to 
assist students with their individual developmental needs 
The real aim is to make the individual increasingly 
self-directive and to help him to fulfill his potential 
for growth, 


With the increasing complexity of the schools and the 
world, there is a mounting danger that the individual 
as an individual may become submerged, The purposes 
of guidance are centred about the individual; they are 
devoted to assisting the child in understanding the world 
about him as that world impinges on his expectations 
and plans, 


Guidance services are offered in theschools from grades 
one to 12, Four teachers are concerned directly with the 
program; one in a supervisory capacity, two at grades 
eight to 12 and one grades one to seven, In addition the 
Principals and home room teachers are deeply involved, 


READING 


Reading is described as a process, as aform of thinking, 
as real experience, as a vicarious experience and as a 


—— 


tool for thinking. It involves visual discrimination, in- 
dependent identification of words, and proper eye move=- 
ments, Reading is thinking since it involves a whole 
complex of skills and abilities; learning, reflection, 
judgment, analysis, synthesis, selection and organiza- 
tion, Finally reading is a means for learning for without 
this ability ideas could be passed on through noises 
and bodily gestures only, 


When a child has serious reading difficulties he is 
removed from the classroom for small group or individ- 
ual instruction during the regular classroom reading 
period until such time as his reading age is commen- 
surate with his mental age. 


Four teachers are allocated to the remedial reading 
program, 


TRANSITIONAL CLASSES - 

These classes are operating at the grade three to four 
level and at the grade six to seven level this year, The 
concept of the transitional class is based on the premise 
that students who have had difficulty in their school work 
can benefit from a concentration of program in a small 
enrollment situation, Curriculum in these classes is 
geared as much as possible to individualizing instruct- 
ion but the major portion of the program is related to 
the language arts and mathematics. Experience in the 
elementary transitional class has been that the pupils 
are able to function better the succeeding year and in 
most cases have progressed normally. During the course 
o! the year some pupils are placedin regular classrooms 
when it appears that they are ready for such a program, 


The Junior High Transitiomal Class has essentially the 
same philosophy with respect to curriculum and enroll- 
ment but there is an increased emphasis on preparation 
of these students for vocational programs, This year the 
Junior High Transitional Class is at the grade seven 
level with an enrollment of 17, These transitional 
classes serve the entire district and are housed at 
Vital Grandin, 


OPPORTUNITY ROOM 

This is a class for slow learners and draws children 
from three districts, St. Albert Protestant Separate 
School District No, 6, Sturgeon School Division No, 24, 
and St, Albert School District No. 3, The ages of the 
children ranges from seven to 12 years and the present 
enrollment is 14, A senior opportunity class serving the 
needs of the same three districts has operated the past 
two years at Sir George Simpson Junior High School. 
The goals and achievements of these rooms are currently 
under review, 

HIGH SCHOOL 

One of the most significant changes in the past two years 
has been the adoption of the semester system, An 
evaluation of its advantages and disadvantages will be 
presented to the Board in May, 1970, Some advantages 
to the students are: 


It reduces the credit load thus enabling the student to 
concentrate more on the work at hand, 


A much greater flexibility of program is made possible; 
courses may be repeated without loss of a whole school 
year - even the pattern of the courses can be changed. 
Part time students can be accommodated much more 
readily, Scheduling in physical education, vocational 
and laboratory courses is facilitated, Adult students 


short two or three subjects can get a diploma in five 
months, 


EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 

The scope of this program may interest and pleasantly 
surprise parents, This program entails a large expendi 
ture of time and effort on the part of the staff, The list 
below is related to the St, Albert High School: 


junior and senior basketball, junior and senior volley 
ball, curling, cross country, track and field, skiing, 
archery, gymnastics, year book, golf, swimming, 
tennis, football, cheerleader group, library club, 
lady of good council club, photograph club, art club, 
computer club, choir, St, Albert Parish Movers, 
Students’ Union, chess club, career day, and numerous 
social functions typical of a high school, 


INSTRUCTIONAL MATERIALS CENTRE 
The purpose of the Instructional Materials Centre is to 
enrich the program in each classroom, The schools are 
becoming increasingly research oriented therefore much 
more resource material is needed, The services rendered 
by the Instructional Materials Centre fall into three 
categories, 

a) Program resources 

b) Printing and duplication 

c) Television 
The Instructional Materials Centre is located in Vital 
Grandin School with a small centre in each school 
operated in conjunction with the library, A great deal 
of free material is collected, classified and filed for 
use in the classrooms, Television is the newest venture 
in this field. We now have two video tape recorders 
which enable us to tape TV programs off the air, There 
{s also a small scale TV studio in our high school 
where teachers and students produce live programs such 
as the one you will see this evening. 


We are now offering a credit media course at the high 
school, It is too early to evaluate the potential of TV 
in the schools but it looks promising. 


The grade 12 results in June were very good and are 
given in the table below: 

H=9,2% A-25.4% B-=443% C - 17.8% D-3,2% 
Ninety-one pupils wrote grade nine of whom 10 failed. 
Five of these were placed in special grade 10 programs 


in keeping with the basic philosophy of the board, One 
student won the Governor General’s Medal, 


ADMINISTRATION 

The theory of co-operative administration is practiced 
to a degree in the operation oftheschools of the district. 
On the first Monday of each month a meeting is held of 
the Administration Group. Present are the Principals, 
Vice=Principals, Coordinators, two Board members and 
the Superintendent, Any topic relevant to the operation 
of the schools may be discussed. If consensus is 
obtained recommendations may go to the Board, If these 
are accepted by the Board they are then made official 
Board policy. There are, of course, many other meetings 
with principals and teachers, 


I wish to express my deep appreciation for the excellent 

co-operation from the Board and Staff in the past year.
